Tr has been always the hibit of Europeans 
to smile at the curious superstitions which 
are found among the Chinese, but latterly 
there is evidence. that some of thesa fanciful 
jdens are gaining a hold in a somewhat 
curious way, among the nations of the West, 
---whoso boasted, civilisation is supposed to 
raise them far above any auch vain imagin- 
ations, It would perhaps astonish many 
good people who flatter themselves that 
something quite new has been’ discovered 
by the devotces of the occult sciences, whose 
speculations now form 2 species of eulte 
known as “ modern spiritism,” to hear that, 
in their true essences, the theories which 
.they propound are very-much the same as 
those embodied in well-known’ and time 
honoured superstitions-awong the Chinese. 
The notions of the Chinese as to Fung Shut 
and ns to the presence of various spiritual 
influences, mostly of -a malign character, 
around ané about them, will be found to 
bear a very strong family likeness to much 

” that forms the subject of the solemm investi- 
“gations of the Psychological Society, 'to bo 
brought forward as-something quite new. 
The Chinaman believes in influences, or 
_ intelligences,” or whatever poople may be 
pleased to call them, and he sets about 
exorcising them with gongs, while the

Chinese faith in Fung Shut-presents to 
waterial progress. What the exact boliof 
is which is entertained by’ the mass in 
China as to the danger of ‘disturbing these 
local influences or spirits. (for it is not quite 
clear which thoy. are considered) has never 
beon perfectly understood by Europeans, 
So far as can be ascertained, the idea seema 
to be of some mysterious action in that 
obntable region. which lies between apirit 
and matter nnd to which—as an eisy mole 
of orplanation—men aro -faia to remit all 
that cannot be readily explained by ordinary. 
experience. As setence advancas, it is discov- 
ered that there are quite as many mystories 
in the natural a3 in what has becn deomod 
(with doubtful logic) the supernatural 


world, and speuulative genius is divided on 
the question into which class it should place 
any phenomenon of nn unexpected and new 
character. If wo bad never heard of 
Maxconr bat had euddenly come upon the - 
results of hia discovery, wireless telegraphy 
would by a large number of peoplo he 
dumped down among tho supernatural. As 
it is, people are beginning to speculate 
whether a good deal which ‘they have ‘con- 
sidered supernatural is not something ‘like 
wireless telegraphy, On the other hand, 
with the advance of sciencg, there has been 
little diminution in superstition and it is 
curious to find theories quite as fantastic as 
anything with respect to Fung Shui 
gravely propounded by mep of scientific 
eminenco in tha West. “We ought not 
therefore to be surprised that the Chinese 
have their own beliefs a3 to thinge which 
will probably remain mysteries to tha and of 
our race, from whatever point of view they 
may be approached. Whatis of importanca 
to remember is that the Chinamaa ' really 
belicves in the influences of Fung Shui and 
of departed spirits much more serionsly than 


people generally give him the credit. of 
doing. In an ordinary way, ho is 80 prosaic 
that wa jump to the conclusion that he has 
no imagination, and conclude that he does 
not attach much importance to mere popular 
beliefs. As fur ‘ns wo hear of them, these 
superstitions are explained to us only iu a 
vory crude form; and we are apt to jump to 
the.conel’ sion that they cannot be seriously 
entortained by reasonable men. The manner. 
however, in which popular acntiment has 
been often roused inChina through an appeal 
to-auperstitious boliefs negatives this idea ; 
and no one who is aware of these facts can 
consider that such ideas are u mera form of 
philosophic speculation. Such beliefs are a 
force which has to be reckoned with; and 
we can scarcely be surprised that the official 
claases are able to call it into active operation 
when it suits them, when we bear in mind 
the dogree to which Europeans of marked 
intelligeneo have been influenced by very 
similar beliefs, especinlly of Inte years. 
When we find men like Sir Wiowam 
Caooxezs believing the teachings of modern 
* gpiritists,” we may at least look with some 
eharity upon the Chinaman who believes in 
the ancient spiritiem of his couatry. Peoplo 


will believe almost. uoything when once | 


their imagination has been sufficiently ex- 
cited. . A work recently published on what 
js called “ Modern Spiritism.” treats the’ 
snbject in the most serious meuer, and at 
least is interesting as showing the number of 
persons—some of scientific eminente—who 
have baen induced to believe these fanciful 
theories, upon what appears to many people 
as very little evidence beyond ao ingenious 
appeal to the imaginative tucnlties. When 
it _is borne in mind ‘that-the-speculatious 
which are made in this «direction have for 
ages been familiar not only to the Chinese 
but to otfiér Oriental nations, it may perhaps 
be admitted that there is less in them than 
hns been conjectured. “We do not wish to 
enter into a polemical discussion on this very 
expnnisive subject ; but it may be useful to 
point oit—as av—undeniable fot that -there 
is nowbing really. new in any of the 
speculations which have heen based upon 
supposed supernatural 
Te wa abstract from them all that is derived 
from Brahminism and Buddhism, and the 
still larger portion that is nothing. more 
than a reproduction of old superstitions 
familiar in the Enst, it will be found - that 
very little remains that can be looked upox

| DEATH OF AN OLD CHINA HAND, 


Pow sea-faring men ifs better known along 
the China coast, from Hongkong. to Tieatsin, 
than wos Mr. James Kirkwood, first onginoer 
of the Chinese revenue cruiser Chuan Tiao, 
whoso death is recorded among our obituary 
annouucemonts this morning.

Siz H. §. Begxetey: The next question 
boforo us isa proposal by which the Benevolent 
Sociaty may mako itrolf still more usefal than it 
has been able to do, The proposal is that the 
Bonoyoleat Sostaty should allow itself to be, as 
it were, un a rbor of tyrtain: charitably. disposed 
persons, who desire to reliove the necessities of 
porsoas, who, however undesirable, are here, 
and the report shows that they ure-unable to be 
prevented, frcm coming here. .Yhat is tho 
cla + of destitute persons, poor suffering poople, 
deserving of help. The class thut ia most largely 
f ood here is that of sailor, As far as tho man 
whois known among us ag the “ P.B.S.”' goos, 
he is proved for. Tho shipping master jn 
every British port hg to take charge of the 
man whois a distcorsed British seaman, and 
tind him vhelter aa coon og he con; meantime 
he must provide him with: board and lodging. 
The ‘ore’ gn gailor who lands hero ought to bs 
looked «tter by bis Consul, but it appears that 
he is’ not. “If properly discharged from his 
ship, the British Government alao looks after 
him.

I must confers when I heard your 
remarks, Sir, I was taken somewhat l-y surprise. 
I think, if & resolution ia put forward, the somo 
os I voderstand in your remarks, that the result 
will undoubtedly be that we shall have this 
vndesirable class dumped on our shores. If the 
proposal ba merely a call for s guarantee furd 
to help deserving seamen, I most heartily 
support it. I think myeolf that the Merchant 
Shipping Act and Vagrant Act form safeguards 
against the undesirable people thrown on our 
shores, I can. vuhesitatingly say that the 
number of cases of deserving seamen who come 
here is extremely smell—possibly one in 1000, 
Money spent on o deserving scaman is: not 
wasted, and sucha maz, if he becomes dssrlinio, 
ought to be supported. I -beg to second. the 
resolution, . 

Hon, Mz. Gershom Srewart: I think 
His Excellency is to be congratulated on 
having, Ly his- letter, gained public « pinion of 
the condition of affairs here. Gradually, in the 
course of time, there has risen up amongst us 
distress. Under mrnicipa! affairs this has in- 
creased of late rapidly, and the conditions of 
“fo between East and West are likely to 
mako the increasy greater in the future. ‘This 
scheme, a8 proposed to us, seems to me to tcuch 
vad impinge apona very wide question, As 

splained to us, distrossed Brilish seamen are 
cored for by. tha Government. ‘andsmen 
by this scheme are not cared for at all, 
They are desirous of assistance when huvgty 
as well. os other men, The fund therefore 
resolves itself into 8 ~ relief” fond " foi 
foreign sailors.

Ido not think the Government of 
Hongkong ever shirked n responsibility in the 
past, and do not think they are likely to do so 
under the present regime.

His Honour in giving judgmont said:—In 
this interesting and rather difficult casa tho 
plaintiff sues the master of a junk for tho 
sum of $210 boing the valuo of deficiency 
of cortain goods which tho fondant 
nudertook to catry from Choo Tsun, and 
to deliver to the plaintiff at Hongkong, Tho |’ 
plaintiff stated that on tho Gth January last 
he went.on board the defendant's junk and 
made orrangemonts that the defendant -should 
‘receive on board ahrndnd jera, 'Theso jars 
‘wera wrappa tip in matting, and they 
were leaded on the samo day, Tho} 
juok master states that they were not 
loaded till the 7th January,. The pluintiff says 
that at the time of the loading of theso poode 
he was on board the jenk and saw Lo. Sz (tho! 
superzargo} to whom he handed an envelope 
He states that the goods wore taken alongsidg, 
by means of bouts which camo from Canton 
whera he (the plaintiff) bought the goods on tho 
4th January. Ho even asys that he saw each 
jar filled with fifty catties of rice, He says fo 
mate arrangements with Lo Sz, Lo Sz fully 
know‘ng that this carge was.o cargo of ricu 
and not a cargo of sbredded turnips ss 
described on the envelope, Hoe says that 
at the time when he took these goods on 
Woord he arranged that: the freight should bo 
$70. In reply to that story the dofondants say 
that they never saw’ the-glaintiff on beard at 
all; and that the goods: were handed on board 
by ’ bostmar Nothing wos, mid to the 
master or Lo Sz atout the godda being rice; 
_ they did not infer that the goods were rice, and 
had ‘Do'idea that'they were rice, The master 
raid that had he known that they were rico he 


would not have taken the cargo to Hongkong | 


because it is well knowa that the oxportation of 
rice from China is prohibited by the Chinesv; 
Government. Had he undortsken to smuggle 
out of China -a cargo of rice under the 
guise of shredded trrnips he wonld have 
Len- liable to suffer a penalty, The wit. 
uisses for the dofence al] say that -the 
goods were brought on board on tho 6th 
and not the 7th January, and they declare that 
they did not see this man (plaintiff) come on 
board. The conclusion I have come to is that.

to sufeguard her interests thare. Any possibil'ty 
of Russia“ massing beat in Manchuria jour'd 
mean that the making of peace would be simply. 
-the prelude to another and vet more sanguinnry 
wer. Thorofore, tho Military ovacuation of 
Manohurin by Russia ign sine qua non in 
Tapanose eye. 
‘ Phe railway in Manchuria, knowa as tho 
Chinexe Eastern Railway, must bo handed over 
to China. This could be accomplished by ths 
application of the existing condition, giving: to, 
China the right of buying back the line, A 
certain number of years are supposed to elapse 
before this becomes operative, but it might bo 
enforced at the present moment. ‘Tho capital 
for the re-purchnse of this railway shovld be 
raised by an international syndicate of those 
nations intorostod in tho commercial develop- 
In this way the. railway 
would become an international “no, subject 
to the control of asjoint Chinezo and inter: 
national board. . 

Tho’ Russo-Chiness Bank aust ceas» “its 
operatiuns in| Manchurin, save as.a pronuine 
private banking concern, In its present form 
Japan holds it to be simply a branch of the 
Russian Ministry of Finance, and recognises 
that it is owing to this Bank that Ruasi¢ has 
beon able to accomplish much that she has in 
Manchuria. 

Tho lease given by’ China to Russia of Port 
Arthr~ rnd the Kwantung Peninsula must. bo 
‘honded over to Japan. and Russia must renounce 
yall rights to this territory. As @ precautionary 
measure Japan may revert, by arrangement 
with China, since the Japanese, in trenting, 
rosard Munchuria os Chinose'territory, to tho 
term of tho cession of the Lisotung Peninsula 
by China in 1895, This isa vastly different 
matter from the Rugsion lease of Kwantung, 
and included the whole of the Manchurian coast 
from the Yalu to the Liao rivers, The clauso 
yan as fallowa:— 

Article 2,—(2) China cedes to Japan in per- 
potuity andsovercignty the following territories, 
together With all fortifications, araonals, and 
public property theroin :—Tho Soutuera portion 
of the province of Feng:tien within the follow- 
ing boundaries: ‘Ihe line of demarcation 
hogins at the mouth of the Yalu River and 
ascends that stream to the mouth of the | 
River Anping; from thoneo the ‘ne 
uns to Funghwang (now known as Fong- 
hwang-cheog); from thenee to Haicheng; from 
thence to Yiukow (Niu-chwang), forming a line 
which deseribes the Southera’ portion of the 
territory. The places above mentioned are 
included in the ceded territory. When the line 
reachos the Liao-River at Yinkow, it follows 
tho course of that stream to its mouth, where it 
torminates. ‘I'he mifd-channel of the Liao River. 
aball be takon as the line of demarcation. - The 
coasion also includes oll islands appertaining 
or belonging to the Province of Feng-tien 
situated in the Enstern portion of the Bay of 
Lino-tung, in the Northern part of the Yellow 
Sea.” : : 

In any ease, the. Japanese would {maintain 
thoir right to join the Coresn Railway at Wija 
with the Chinese line at Niu-chwang (this 
proviso. figured in one of the Diplomatic notes 
before th war), Dulny would beleft as an apon 
pois, possibly under on International control 
and the Uhinese Administration Port Arthur 
would be re-fortitied and_garrisoned by Japan, 
should she 60 think fit and advisable. 

The war vessels in Port Arthur, and also 
those interned at the neutral ports of Chi-fo, 
Kiao-chau, Sbanghei, dnd Saigon to become: 
the property of Japan at tho close of hostilities. 

Corea to be placed solely under the protection 
of Japan, whilo’ maintaining its present 
‘adependent status as an Empire. Russia to 
renounce permanent any concessions or claims 
which she may hold on Corea or on Corean 
territory. Private concessionaires, m‘ght bo 
guaranteed against loss: by the payment of tho 
moneys they have expended on the working of 
theix concessions. Japan reserves to herself 
the right of ensuring the safety of Corea 
by building fortifications and establishing 
garrisons and Naval bases on Corean tariitory. 


Tho ialund of Sakalin to be handed over to |’ 


Japan. This is one of the pointy upon which 
Jepan holds most, for sentimental, for 
steategical, and for industrial reasons. It is 
probable that the cession of Sakalin wov'd he 
accompsnied by .3 Convention governing the 
fishing rights for Japanesa along the coast of 
the Ussuri Province and Kamtchatka.

GERMAN METHODS ABROAD. 

A despatch has bean received.at the Foreign 
Office from HM. Charge d‘ Affaires in Nicaragua 
(Mr. Herbert-Harrison) reporting aa to the me- 
thods of Gorman manufacturers and exporters in 
building up o business in 9 foreign country, 
The following particulars are extracted from 
the despatch in question: “0 

It opp ors that German firms, cither singly 
or sovera! firms combined, chooye ;ome young 
maz in thoir employment whom they, consider 
suitable, and send him out to the country 
with which they wish to do. businyss, This 
man receives 9 salary for the first fow years, 
as well as a share in any. profits that may 
we tmnde; hut in addition to this he-.is 
allovel to draw on them st his discretion 
for 4 considerable sum of money, His ‘struc. 
tions aro to sottle himvelf modestly in. the 
principal town, with the arowsdl intention of 
setting apo little gonoral business for himself. 
If possible, ho is to obtain regular emp ‘oy nent, 
| until ho ia able to daiso. Ho is then to givo 
orders to the regular commorcial travellers of 
all nations who froquont the place, for sme’l 
quantities of the goods thoy usually supply 
there, In @ year's timo ho’ is probably in o 
position to know what class of each kind of 
goods soll best, and the rensons for the pre- 
ferences He has also noticod what improvo- 
monts could be made, aa well as all. the details 
concerning packing, weight, colour, quality, 
kize &ec., thut play so important o part in 
-tho sale of goods in foreign countries. Daring 
all this time he is constantly, sounding -home 
to his employers samples of these goods, and 
explanations how to make them ati! moro 
smtable to the market, In the first your the 
little store probably pays its way, and in too or 
throa years it is not ouly making a profit, but a 
quantity of really trustworthy information has 
beon obtained concerning the goods in genere! 
use in the country. Durning this time the goods 
are being produced at kome, with tho improve- 
monts recommended, so that the homo firms are 
in a position to compete with any forcigners,. 
Thoir representative then establishes himself in 
other towns, and the extension of the business 
simply doponds on the cupabilities and good for- 
tune of the mau employed. Men seat abroad 
under these conditions have a roal incentive 
to work, as insfuad of being simply employés, 
Ler are working for themselves from tho first, 
with the prospect of gaining a good and in- 
dependent position. A farthor advantage in 
this system ig that avon if the man starts on 
independent business ns goon as ho is able, as 80 
many Germans do, the connection still remasus; 
and the knowledge gained, even in a fow yeats.of 
tho actual requiremonts of the country‘is worth 
the money expended. In tho case of tho 
complete failure of the man sont out, the loss 
need not be o serions oris, if divided smong 
several firms who have allowed a credit of a fow 
hundred pounds each.
